Baptist  pastors  in  Franklin  Oainty 
have  call^  for  an  investigation  of 
bootlegging  in  the  county. 

The  pastors  made  their  plea  May  23 
M  a  press  conference  where  they  in^ 
pubhc  a  statement  asking  state  and 
federal  officers  to  investigate  the  sale 
of  illegal  taxed  liquor  in  the  “dry” 
county. 

The  statement,  released  by  the 
Franklin  Qwnty  Baptist  Pastors'  Con¬ 
ference,  said  the  investigation  should 
include  “alleged  payoffs  to  any  public 
officials  from  the  bootleggers  and 


drug  pushers . . .’’  and  “the  possibility 
that  influential  individuals  in  the 
county  are  backing  this  illegal  opera¬ 
tion  financially. . 

The  call  for  the  investiption  came 
about  after  failure  of  a  petition  earlier 
this  year  to  gamer  enough  certified 
signatures  to  bring  to  a  vote  legalisa¬ 
tion  of  the  sale  of  beer  in  Franklin 
Oxinty. 

A  member  of  Concord  Baptist 
(Siurcfa  at  McCall  Oeek,  asked  the 
question:  “Why  don’t  people  get  as 
fired  up  about  what’s  already  going  on 
in  our  county  as  we  did  about  the  peti¬ 
tion?” 

Harold  Anderson,  pastor  of  FBC, 
Bude,  estimated  between  31-33  places 
in  the  county  where  illegal  alcohol 
could  be  purchased.

Jimmy  (Carter  has  accepted  an  invita¬ 
tion  to  address  the  National  Confer¬ 
ence  of  Baptist  Men  on  June  18  in  At¬ 
lanta,  the  White  House  announced. 

Hie  addreas  in  the  18,500  seat  Omni 
(Coliseum  will  climax  a  rally  closing 
out  the  conference.

Dinner  For  World  Hunger

ATLANTA  (BP)  —  Mwwmcfi  to

•ouM  of  the  SBC,  accordh«  to  the 
chairman  of  the  planning  committee 
for  the  three  night  seaaiooe,  June  IS-IS. 

Uojrd  Householder,  director  of  the 
office  of  communicatioas  at  the  SBC 
Sunday  School  Board,  said  the  six- 
member  committee  has  worked  since 
January  to  present  a  unified  conven- 
tion  that  “will  not  just  talk  about  what 
is  to  be  done  . . .  Our  goal  is  for  a  pre- 
aentatioo  that  is  a  total  demonstration 
of  what  God  has  wrought  through  Ba|>- 
tists.” 

He  said  a  number  of  exciting  things 
are  planned  for  the  AtlanU  meeting, 
including  a  challenge  to  the  messen¬ 
gers  to  forego  their  Wednesday  night 
meal.  “We  will  ask  that  the  money 
which  would  have  been  spent  for  din¬ 
ner  be  brought  and  given  to  a  world 
hunger  fund  to  be  dispensed  by  the 
Foreign  Missioo  Board. 

“This  it^.^,tt4bi[Bnite.actMtt  that 
the  ll4l(ld'^^ptists  nrbo-come  to  the 
June  oonventioo  caa  take.  And  hope¬ 
fully,  it  will  lead  to  more  action  after/, 
the  conventioo  is  over." 

Householder  said  many  Southern 
Bapti^  do  not  realise  the  things  that 
agencies  and  churches  in  the  SBC  ac¬ 
complish. 

“^t  I  hope  that  the  messengers  will 
get  a  vicarious  experience  of  what  is 
being  done  and  what  can  be  done  if  we 
put  ourselves  to  the  task  of  the  Lord’s 
work,”  he  said. 

The  1V78  convention  —  with  the 
theme  of  “Let  the  Church  he  Bold  in 
Mission  Thrust”  —  is  the  first  to  have 


been  planned  by  a  committee  consist¬ 
ing  of  major  event  experts  from  the 
Bsptist  agencies. 

Householder  said  the  committee 
was  fanned  by  the  convention’s  Order 
of  Business  Committee,  chaired  by 
Mrs.  Marian  Grant  or  Raleigh,  N.  C., 
to  insure  continuity  among  the  three 
night  seasiaas. 

He  said  many  of  the  major  decisions 
had  been  made  by  Mrs.  Grant  and  her 
committee  when  the  planning  group 
was  formed,  including  the  selection  of 
the  Sunday  School  Board’s  William 
Reynolds  to  plan  the  music. 

“Oir  primary  responsibility  has 
been  in  selecting  and  securing  per¬ 
sonalities  other  than  the  major  qieak- 
ers  who  would  most  help  the  messen¬ 
gers  get  caught  up  in  Bold  Mission 
Thrust,”  Householder  said. 

“We  want  all  who  are  in  attendance 
to  see  and  understand  that  they  can  be 
just  as  inspired  to  work  in  Bold  Mission 
Thrust  (t^  SBC’s  program  designed 
to  share  the  gospel  with  the  entire 
-world  by  the  year  2000)  as  a  career 
missiaoary.” 

The  ni^t  sessions  will  feature  a 
wide  range  of  personalities,  in  person 
and  on  film,  teme  of  these  persons, 
such  as  Mrs.  Billy  Graham,  artist- 
composer  Ken  Medema  and  lecturer 
and  theologian  Elton  Trueblood,  are 
well-known.

The  anticipation  of  a  first  visit  to  an 
Arab  country  might  leave  one  wonder- 
i^  what  to  expect.  Surely  the  prospec¬ 
tive  visitor  would  wonder  about  the 
people,  and  he  might  expect  that  con¬ 
ditions  would  be  somewhat  less  than 
his  accustomed  standards. 

The  most  interesting  thing  about  any 
nation  is  its  people,  and  in  Jordan  they 
are  generally  friendly  and  courteous. 
A  great  number  of  them  can  speak 
some  amount  of  Elnglish. 

Except  for  the  frenzied  traffic  in  the 
capital  dty  of  Amman,  it  doesn't  take 
one  long  to  begin  tofeel  comfortable  in 
Jordan. 

It  is  a  land  of  contrasts.  The  Be¬ 
douins  are  there,  to  be  sure,  some  of

Many  are  moving  into  villages  and 
towns,  and  all  Bedouin  children  are 
going  to  school.  The  government  of 
Jordsn  has  committed  itself  to  pnivide 
an  education  for  everyone,  and  per¬ 
manent  dwellings  are  being  built  for 
the  Bedouins  to  make  it  easier. 

Ehren  the  Bedouins,  contrary  to  a 
general  concept,  are  a  friendly  group. 
One  hot  day  our  group  of  five  editors. 
SBC  Public  Relations  Director  W.  C. 
Fields,  and  Mississippi  missionary 
Paul  Smith  had  walked  some  distance 
over  very  rough  terrain  and  had 
climbed  to  the  top  of  a  fortress  moun¬ 
tain  and  back  down  As  we  were 
struggbng  along  the  path  on  the  way 
back  to  the  small  Bedouin  village,  a 
woman  still  living  in  a  tent  came  out  to 
offer  a  tin  container  full  of  goat  milk 
for  refreshment.  She  was  so  gracious 
and  so  insistent  that  it  was  hiiid  to  re¬ 
fuse.  but  I  managed. 

In  contrast  is  the  city  of  Amman.  It 
has  almost  one  million  inhabitants, 
about  one-third  the  entire  population 
of  the  nation,  and  it  is  a  bustUng  city 
indeed.  Driving  in  its  traffic  would 
scare  a  westerner  out  of  his  wits,  but 
Jordanians  know  bow  to  do  it.  It  would 
seem  at  first  impression  that  they 
simply  dose  their  eyes  and  blow  their 
horns,  but  they  make  their  way 
through  a  maze  of  cars  that  would 
snarl  traffic  for  hours  in  Jackson. 
They  blow  their  horns  all  right,  but 
they  must  be  looking  out  for  the  other 
driver.

Hie  enroUment  make-up  reveals  the 
outreach  to  internationals  —  116 
Caucasian,  four  Chinese,  one  Greek, 
one  French,  one  Filipino,  ten  blacks, 
and  one  whose  father  is  from  India  and 
mother  from  America. 

Clement  Cheng,  age  4.  born  in 
Taiwan,  learned  to  speak  English  at 
kindergarten.  His  father  does  phar¬ 
maceutical  research  at  the  university. 

Kelly  and  Sara  Chiu  are  sisters. 

Another  sister.  Kathy,  was  enrolled 
last  summer.  Their  Chinese  parents 
are  members  of  First  Baptist,  though 
parents  of  quite  a  fewjif  the  children 
belong  to  churches  of  other  denomina¬ 
tions. 

A  fourth  plus  for  this  place  is  its  di¬ 
vidends  to  the  children  themselves. 

The  child  who  has  personality  prob¬ 
lems,  or  problems  at  home,  finds  love 
and  understanding  in  a  Christian  at¬ 
mosphere.  “They  put  my  daddy  in  the 
ground,"  one  told  his  playmates,  and 
they  gathered  around  to  offer  sym¬ 
pathy  and  friendship. 

The  pastor  and  assistant  pastor,

mornings,  and  include  songs,  Bible 
study,  Bible  stories,  and  object  les¬ 
sons.

Wifeof  attorney  Bill 
Dye.  mother  of  a  ten-year-old  daugh¬ 
ter,  Anne,  and  former  school  teacher, 
she  gave  the  flrst  IS  months’  work  to 
the  church  without  pay.  “My  mission" 
she  said,  “is  this  j^.  It  is  my  way  of 
serving  the  Lord."  She  laid  the 
groundwork  for  the  beginning  of  the 
kindergarten  and  has  served  as  direc¬ 


tor  since  the  time  of  its  opening. 

While  she  was  completing  work  for 
an  Ed.  D  degree  in  elementary  educa¬ 
tion  at  Ole  Miss  she  saw  the  need  for  a 
day  care  center  for  children  of  faculty 
and  students  at  the  university.  (There 
is  now  a  federally  funded  center  at  the 
university  that  keeps  children  of  stu¬ 
dents,  but  it  is  fairly  new  and  has  a 
limited  enrollment. ) 

The  First  Baptist  Church  Child  Care 
Center  opened  in  January  of  1976  with 
two  enrolled,  and  grew  to 7S  by  tbeend 
of  the  first  year.  According  to  state 
law,  that  was  the  limit  to  be  admitted 
when  there  were  only  five  sinks! 
"When  we  added  four  more  sinks  we 
could  take  60  more  children."  Dr.  Dye 
said.  Enrollment  for  the  present  ses¬ 
sion  is  IM. 

"We  grew  faster  than  we  ever 
dreamed  wre  would,"  said  Jean  Jones, 
member  of  the  church’s  Child  Caiw 
Committee.  (Other  members  of  this 
coDunittee  are  Jimmy  Vinson;  Mrs. 
Dolly  Henry;  and  the  pastor. ) 

Sixty-five  enrolled  in  kindergarten 
come  at  6:30  and  leave  at  11:30; 
others ,  in  day  care,  may  stay  from  7 : 36 
a.m.  until  5:30  p.m.  Not  one  of  the 
teachers  of  ch  ildren  below  three  years 
of  age  is  given  more  than  seven,  for 
“the  fewer  children  per  adult,  the  bet¬ 
ter  the  care  for  the  child.".. 

The  church  providesrrwtslities, 
janitorial  care,  and  space.  Other  ex¬ 
penses  (such  as  salari«(s,>  food, 
supplies,  and  playground  equipment) 
are  paid  from  the  children’^  fees. 

Fees  for  bed  babies  amoent  to  $22.50 
a  week  for  each.  Other  day  care  pupils 
pay  only  $20  a  week.  “It  actually  costs 
the  center  at  least  $10  a  day  to  keep  the 
babies,”  I)ye  said.  She  ailded  that  be¬ 
ginning  this  summer  fees  wiU  fall  due 
on  a  monthly  basis,  thus  wiKviatii^ 
some  bookkeeping  duties.  I’Triis  wiU 
help  her,  for  she  is  also  the  book¬ 
keeper.  I  New  summer  rates  will  be 
$100  a  nnonth  for  babies,  toddlera;  and 
2's,  and  $00  a  month  for  3's,  4’s,  and  5's. 

Annie  Thompson ,  cook  and  (lietician. 
and  her  assistant,  Annie  Ruth 
Campbell,  prepare  fi^e  mmn  meals 
and  ten  snacks  for  each  child  in  day 
care,  every  week.  After  the  clwrch 
bou^t  a  washing  machine  and  dryer, 
Martha  Woolfolk,  who  keeps  the  bed 
babies,  began  washing  the  sheets  and 
towels  as  a  special  contribution  to  the 
program.  “Tnough  we  have  a  long 
waiting  list,  we  will  not  a<K:ept  moie 
than  five  b^  babies.”  said  the  direc¬ 
tor,  “for  that  is  all  we  can  properly 
care  for."

WAKE  FOREST,  N.  C.  (BP)  — 
Southeastern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary  President  W  Randall  LoUey 
faced  an  unenviable  task  when  be  told 
non-Southem  Baptist  students  in  his 
school  that  they  would  be  assessed  a 
$150  surcharge. 

No  tuition  is  charged  at  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  seminaries  be¬ 
cause  the  basic  funding  is  provided 
through  the  convention’s  Cooperative 
Program  (unified  budget).  And  all 
students  at  Southeastern  paid  the 
same  fees,  regardless  of  denomina¬ 
tion. 

But  since  students  from  non- 
Southem  Baptist  churches  are  not  par- 
ticipmts  in  the  basic  funding,  and  con¬ 
sidering  the  rising  cost  of  education, 
seminary  trustees  levied  a  surcharge 
to  begin  in  the  fall  of  1978. 

'Though  Lolley  dreaded  bearing  the 


bad  news,  he  found  his  amhence  gen¬ 
erally  supportive— especially  one  Un- 
ited  Methodist  student  who  wrote  Lol- 
ley  later,  ezpreasing  his  appreciation 
to  the  seminary  and  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists.
